Tokyo newspaper Asahi Shimbun 
warned today that “the enemy 
may possibly repeat attempts to 
push through the 
Central 
Pa­ 
cific”, according to Domei. 
The enemy paper was comment­ 
ing on the Japanese communique 
which acknowledged the 
Ameri­ 
can attacks on the Marianas is­ 
lands 
The 
Mainichi 
Shimbun 
said 
these raids “could be termed a 
prelude to a 
grand 
offensive", 
Dome!” said as heard by U. S. gov­ 
ernment monitor. 
Asahi Shimbun said there was 
“no doubt” that the Pacific fight­ 
ing was "synchronized’’ with the 
European war and declared that 
the Japanese “at this 
juncture 
should grasp the opportunity to 
switch from defensive to offen­ 
sive operations in close 
concert 
with the valiant fighting of the 
German forces in Europe.” 
Another Tokyo paper, Yomiuri 
Hochi. said that Japan "at this 
moment” should "further its ef­ 
fort* to increase" war production 
since "the Pacific will 
he 
the 
scene of decisive battles." 
Mainichi Shimbun warned 
the 
Japanese people, said Domei, “not 
to look upon the enemy raid as 
Insignificant” and declared that It 
would be a "grave 
mistake 
to 
think 
that 
the 
enemy, 
who 
launched such a large-scale inva- 
aion of the European continent, 
is incapable of applying pressure 
on the Pacific front.”

The Army Air Force Training 
Command a Lockbourne Army Air 
Base is two years old today. 
The base, now under the com­ 
mand of Col. John S Gullet, holds 
the distinction of being one of the 
largest 
Flying 
Fortress p i l o t 
schools in the country. 
First activated June 15. 1942, 
as a glider school under the com­ 
mand of the South East Training 
Center, the facilities took shape 
under Lt. Col. O. M. B alinger, its 
first commanding officer. 
On October I, 1942, however, the 
Air Service Command took over 
the field. The glider school was 
moved out and the Flying For­ 
tresses went in under the 
com­ 
mand of Col. A. C. Foulk. The fol­ 
lowing December the commanding 
agency again shifted. This time 
the Eastern Flying Training Com­ 
mand took over. 
One month later, the Army Air 
Forces Specialized Pilot School 
(four engine) moved in together 
with a great number of B-17 s 
(Flying Fortresses I. 
In September, 1943, Col. Gul­ 
let succeeded Colonel Foulk as 
base 
commander, 
and 
shortly 
thereafter the Central Instructor s 
School was opened. Many fliers, 
veterans of foreign service, came 
to the base from all parts of the 
globe to take a course of instruc­ 
tion at this school. Graduates are 
assigned to other schools to teach 
new pilots how to fly the big four- 
motored ship*. 
Today, hundreds of Lockbourne 
graduates are fighting with fel­ 
low air force pilots of other fields 
; in every theatre of combat to help 
' prove the supremacy of the United 
State* Army Air Forces.

WASHINGTON, June 15 —- The 
arrival of Gen. Charles De Gaulle 
in Normandy served to heighten 
the controversy over the French 
National Committee — a contro­ 
versy which reached a point today 
where it threatened the success of 
military operations in France. 
Washington diplomats, who are j 
watching the De Gaulle-Roosevelt 
struggle with alarm, predicted that 
unless 
an 
agreement 
can 
be 
reached 
immediately 
regarding 
civil control of liberated areas, the 
disorder in those areas will cripple 
the Allied armies. 
The controversy which formerly 
concerned only Algiers, London 
and Washington has now been 
transferred across the channel and 
is expressing Itself in the liberated 
areas. Two clashes of authority 
have already occurred: 
I. De Gaulle has refused to send 
his mission of French officer# to 
Normandy to act as civil adminis­ 
trators. 
I 
2 The French currency printed 
in Washington for use by invasion 1 
troops has been called into ques­ 
tion by French authoritiea. 
The mission of civil administra­ 
tors consisted of several hundred 
French officer# who were ready to 
j eros# the channel with the invasion 
force# to establish civilian con­ 
trol*. But De Gaulle cancelled their 
orders because the British and 
American government# refused to 
give them independent authority. 
De Gaulle la now’ defending his 
own position by quoting the words 
of Secretary of State Cordell Hull. 
who said April 9: 
"It is of utmost Importance that 
civil authority in France should be 
exercised by Frenchmen, should be 
swiftly established, and should be 
operating in accordance with ad­ 
vanced planning as fully as mili­ 
tary operations will permit."

craft. Dropping flares, the Nazi 
fightcr-bomber dived and released 
I,OOO-pound bombs, causing some 
dam age to shipping and vehicle*. 
Capture of Quineville meant the 
Americans were beginn ng to burst 
well out of their beachhead.

ARMY INTELLIGENCE 
W A S H I N G T O N — W ar Department offi- 
ciais are laughing behind their hands 
at the fact that Military Intelligence, sup­ 
posed to know all about everything going 
on behind enemies lines and inside 
our! 
own lines, chose D-Day to move their of­ 
fices. In the Pentagon 
Building, 
where 
Military Intelligence, or G-2, is 
housed, 
moving day was called 
”G 2’s 
D-Day”. 
They “invaded” their new offices. 
* 
But never could they have 
chosen 
a 
worse day to move than the Allied D-Day. 
Other War Department officers kept call­ 
ing up G2, asking for information. 
“Sorry,” said the operator, 
“ blit 
the 
telephones are all torn out. G2 is moving”. 
Furniture was being moved down corri­ 
dors, files of secret information were be­ 
ing shunted from one place to 
another. 
Everything was confusion on the one day 
which meant most to the war. 
Apparently, Military Intelligence, sup­ 
posed to know everything, 
didn’t 
know 
w hen the big day we were to cross 
the 
English Channel was scheduled. 


L IB E R A T IO N DAY 


S T. Mihiel is a familiar name to Ameri­ 
can 
veterans of the last war. 
Few 
saw' the town itself, but those 
who 
did 
vividly remember the joy with which the 
inhabitants, after four years of 
German 
rule, greeted the rescuing entry 
of 
the 
A. E. F. Bayeux has repeated the welcome. 
In 1914-18 German mastery of the con­ 
quered territories, harsh as it was, did not 
compare with the terrible experiences of 
today's victims. The United Nations’ forces 
will come, as President Roosevelt says, not 
as invaders, but as liberators. And Libera­ 
tion Day may become for many countries 
and for many centuries a national holiday. 


R E A S O N FO R C R A C K D O W N ON EIRE 
Now it can be revealed why President 
Roosevelt was so tough in his crackdown 
on the Irish regarding the 
removal 
of 
Axis diplomats from Eire. 
It long had been planned, 
though 
a 
strict secret, to land on 
the 
Cherbourg 
peninsula. To reach it, many U. S. troops 
had to steam through the Irish Sea and 
through waters adjacent to Eire. 
This was because the bulk of 
U. 
S. 
army camps have been located 
in 
the 
west and northwest of England. While 
some of the troops were moved in 
ad­ 
vance to the Channel ports, a lot of them 
had to swing down through the Irish Sea 
around the tip end of Wales and then to-1 
ward Cherbourg. 
Naturally, the President 
wanted 
no 
scrap of information regarding the early 
passage of landing barges through 
the 
Irish Sea to leak out in any manner, shape 
or form. 
NOTE— As it later happened, the inva- ' 
sion probably was no surprise to the en­ 
emy, partly because of the false invasion 
news dispatch, partly because of the fact 
that the armada, after getting all ready, I 
had to be held up one day because of bad * 
weather.

After 
all, 
there are w«»yg of eradicating even 
such 
stubborn notions as this. Nazism is not an 
incurable disease. 


There seems to be some speculation as 
to why the Germans left Rome.

Coffee a Harmless Drink

THE HAND of tho Puritan 
lies all too heavily on what should 
he the realm of the scientist in 
dietetic*. His influence is seen in 
the pronouncement* of self-sp- 
pointed specialists, which are to 
the general effect that anything 
you like to eat or drink is for the

very reason you like it, bad for 
you. 
Meat, according to this 
school, ruins your kidneys; pie 
gives you indigestion and diabetes 
and makes you fat, but roots and 
tubers and the green tops of out­ 
landish vegetables, they are good 
for you. 
Nothing could illustrate this 
better than the all too timorous 
attitude towards tea and coffee. 
Something can be said in favor 
of objections to alcoholic bever­ 
ages and tobacco; these common 
habits of mankind do carry some 
seeds of danger. 
But tea and 
coffee are so beneficial and harm­ 
less that any argument against 
their use is almost entirely emo­ 
tional and based on the funda­ 
mental aversion any body has 
to seeing somebody else have 
a good time. 
The habit of deprecating their 
use goes back a long way. As 
early as 1610 tea leaves were 
brought from Bantam to Holland 
and introduced to France and 
England a few years later. This 
eup which cheered, but did not in­ 
toxicate, had a wide appeal and 
by 1750 four millions of pounds 
were 
imported 
into 
England. 
Coffee was soon after almost as 
popular. Coffee houses were set 
up where friends met in public 
to discuss life and letters over th* 
•teaming cup. Such a spectacle 
of human happiness was not long 
neglected by the moralist*. 
Hear the croakings of James 
Hannay, merchant of Portsmouth, 
in 1757. 
“From its use, men seem to 
have lost their stature and women 
their beauty. Your very chamber­ 
maids have lost their bloom, I 
suppose by drinking tea.” 
You see, it’s the same old line. 
He did not know that tea had any 
bad effects, but it gave people 
pleasure, so he made up some bad 
effects. There is not the slightest 
evidence that tea or coffee stunts 
growth or ruins the complexion, 
but that didn’t stop him from 
saying they did. 
The custom still goes on. I get 
letters all the time from people 
who have been frightened by well­ 
intentioned friends, that coffee 
causes high blood pressure, that 


it drives you to nervous disease 
and jitters, that it causes in­ 
somnia and thus leads to neuras­ 
thenia. 
Let us turn to real science on 
the subject. 
In general all the effects of tea 
and coffee are based on their ac­ 
tion that they make th* blood 
flow more rapidly through certain 
organs—especially th# brain, the 
heart and the kidneys. This in­ 
creased blood flow makes them 
function better. 
Effects of Beverage* 


There seems besides the better 
circulation to be a direct stimula­ 
tion by tea and coffee on the cells 
of the brain and heart. This ac­ 
tion on the brain is why they pro- 
I mote wakefulness and a sense of 
well being. 
They increase the 
output of the heart and for this 
reason are especially valuable in 
pepping up old people. 
Neither tea or coffee have any 
effect on blood pressure whatever, 
Or at least very little To accus# 
them of causing hijpn blood pres­ 
sure is nonsense. 
The older you get the better 
tea and coffee are for you. They 
strengthen your heart and keep 
you cheerful with a young out­ 
look. 
Of course their use can be 
abused. Very nervous people who 
dread insomnia should avoid them 
in the evening, largely because if 
they have a bad night they can 
blame it on the coffee when the 
real cause is something deeper in 
the nervous system. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. S.;—Is there any other cause 
for a tar colored stool besides can­ 
cer condition of the bowel ?

BARCLAY ON BRIDGE 


LEARN BRIDLE FANT 
27.—Reading of Leads 
NO PHASE of bridge presents 
a bigger contrast between what is 
done by average players and fine 
ones than what is called ’’card- 
reading'* That means the ability 
of a player to figure out facta 
about the unseen hands, based on 
what he has learned from the bid­ 
ding. the opening lead and the 
cards he has already seen. The 
most skillful play often depend* 
on what can be learned by such 
inferences. 
Often a great dei! of informa­ 
tion may be obtaii d from your 
partner's opening lead. Suppose 
he has led a low card, which you 
can read as almost certainly his 
fourth-best from a suit of four or 
more cards. If it is the lowest he 
could possibly hold in the suit, be­ 
cause you see all lower ones in 
your own hand anc the dummy, 
you know he had ixactly four. 
That would then tell you exactly 
how many cards the declarer has 
in the suit. 
Looking for the lower cards 
after such a lead is what is called 
“the rule of fourth-best.” If one 
of the lower cards is not in sight, 
your partner may hi ive held five, 
and if two are n u - . g, he may 
have had six. As those cards ap­ 
pear on later tricks, you get the 
exact count. But you immediately 
have a partial count of both his 
and the declarer's hoi ling. and 
then gradually make it more ex­ 
act. 
Another 
Important 
measure, 
after a fourth-best D ad, is what 
is called ‘‘the rule of eleven.” This 
helps you locate the high cards in 
Jhe suit. Suppose your partner led 
the 6 Subtract 6 from ll The re­ 
sult. 5, is the number of cards, 
higher than his lead. which are in 
the other three hands, lf you see 
two of them in dummy and have 
two of them yourself, you know 
the declarer has only one card 
which can beat the 6. 
There 
is nothing 
mysterious j 
about that magic ll. which is easy 
to explain. Since tile cards in a I 
suit extend from the 2 upward, 
the jack is the ll. the queen is the j 
12, the king the 13 and the ace is J 
really the 14. When your partner 


Ita l* his fourth-best, subtract its 
number from 14 to find out how 
many higher ones are in the deck. 
Then subtract 3 because he has 
three of them, and the answer is 
the number which the other hands 
have. Since you are going to sub­ 
tract 3 each time from the differ­ 
ence between his card and 14, why 
not merely subtract the 3 from 14 
in the first place to short-cut the 
process In*other words, deducting 
his card from l l does the job in 
one operation instead of two. 
Now, for example, suppose he 
leads a 5. You see the K-J-4 in 
the dummy and hold the Q-7-2 
yourself. By the rule of fourth- 
best, your partner may have a 
five-card suit because the 3 is not 
in view. By the rule of eleven, 5 
from l l leaves six cards higher 
than his 5 in the other three 
hands. You see four of them, so 
you know the declarer has exactly 
two cards which can beat the 5. 
If your partner leads an honor 
against No Trump, you know he 
has an ’ honor combination” of at 
least three of the top six cards, 
with at least two of them touch­ 
ing. If he has opened a jack, you 
know he has not the queen, be­ 
cause if he did that would have 
been his lead instead, as the top 
of the touchers. You know he has 
the IO. and one other card as good 
as the 9 or better, which must be 
the ace, king or 9. You may see 
some of these, and know perhaps 
exactly just what he held. 
lf against a suit contract your 
partner leads a king, you know 
he has the ace or queen, in se­ 
quence whth it. If he leads a 
queen, he has the jack but not the 
king. lf he leads a jack, he has the 
IO but not the queen. If he leads a 
card below' honor rank, it is al­ 
most surely from a suit contain­ 
ing no honors, and is fourth-best 
from a suit of four or more, the 
top of three cards or two, or a 
singleton. 
There will be times when your 
partner violates the custom as to 
the card which should be led from 
a suit, and therefore will fool you 
while trying to fool the declarer, 
but with good players the cases 
for doing that are rare.
